| FIRE-DANCERS IN © 
BULGARIA. 


STRANGE CEREMONY ON 
SAINTS’ DAY. 


&€ — 


A strange pagan custom, which survives in 
one or two remote villages in the wild forest 
region near the Turkish frontier, is causing 
great anxiety to the Bulgarian Holy Synod, 
States Reuter from Sofia. 

Every year, on the Day of Saint Constantine 
and. Saint Helen, three or four young girls 
called ‘‘ Nestinarki’’ (dancers-on the fire), 
dance with bare feet on the red-hot embers 
of a great fire lit on the village green. 
Dressed in dark clothes, and led by a “ high 
priestess *’ 
—the girls begin their’ weird ceremony with 
prayers im a little chapel dedicated to the two 
saints. These prayers are attended by the 
whole village, under the direction of a 
‘master of ceremonies.’ 

Then, after the prayers, the '' Nestinarki,”’ 
in a trance, lead the villagers in procession 
to a holy spring im a grovejof ancient oaks. 
Here all drink the water of the spring and 
eat unleavened bread. At dusk the procession 
returns to the village, where, in the middle 
of th> green, a huge fire is lighted. 

Chanting a wild song, and accompanied by 
the beat of a drum and the skirl of crude 
bagpipes (a common instrument among the 
Bulgarian peasants), the girls, with their arn.s 
outstretched, dance round the fire. Wilder 
and wilder grows the dance, the girls closing 
in round the fire until, when the flames have 
died down, they are actually dancing on the 
glowing embers. This is kept up for as 
long as a quarter of an hour, and no sign of 
suffering is shown. 

The “ Nestinarki’’ declare they feel no 
pain, nor is there any trace of burning to be 
found on their feet after the performance. 
Baba Nouna herself has declared: ‘* Every 
time I have danced on the embers I have sten 
St. Constantine walking before me and pour- 
ing water on the —re from a little jug which 
he held in his hand, and so I felt no pain.

A NOVEL BONFIRE.

SPOILING HAY. 
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LATE-CUT MEADOWS BAD. 


Just now: the click-click of the mowing 
machine is audible all over the countryside 
and the green swathes are falling in abund- 
ance. But we have thousands of otherwise 
good farmers who put off cutting from day 
to day in hope of a better bulk or until that 
indefinable colour comes on the flowers that 
pleases them. It is a serious mistake to deier 
cutting for too long. Young grass is one of 
the beet stock feeds in the world, and our aim 
should be to preserve its value as far as pos- 
sible in the hay crop. It is impossible to give 
a hard and fast rule as to the proper time 
for cutting, but if it is remembered that when 
the grasses have seeded their food value is 
reduced and their nourishing qualities replaced 
by woody fibre, we will be in the way to learn 
the true lesson of meadow hay. Take an oat 
field, for instance, before the ears are fully 
developed, and look at the succulent green 
straw. Feed it when cut at this stage and 
see how eagerly the cattle eat it, and then 
compare it with straw cut when the ears were 
shedding. The same thing happens. in a hay 
crop, only it is not so easily observed, but he 
sure you cannot get a satisfactory crop of 
seed and stem. Of course, all the grasses 
will not ripen at the same time, but there is 
a happy period when the great bulk is just 
right for cutting. and that is the time to 
get. the. machine in action. A little will he 
over-ripe, some will be still green, hut the 
bulk of the crop will be metured and 
nutritious. Cut “ green ” there is a certain 
amount of loss and greater difficulty in sav- 
ing; but allowed to become over-ripe the loss 
is greater and there is damage to the after- 
grass as well. In making, too, some farmers 
are over. fearful of the subsequent heating 
and turn and toss the hay in the sun and 
wind until it is burned into a bristly, black, 
finappetising mass. unable to stand any 
further weather without getting ruined. Hay 
shonld be handled in regular moverrents by 
forks or machines, and the waterproof coating 
of the grasses kept as far rs possible wn- 
Lroken. These coatings seal un the valu- 
able juice of the crop as well as protect it 
from the weather, and a little nature! fer- 
mentation is not injurious. But when broken 
hay gets wet and heats it sets un movids 
that are injurious to animals as well as wn- 
palatable. While no farmer “will take un- 
necessary risks in waiting for idea! weather, 
a little more trust in the suitability of the 
weather conditions prevailing is usna!ly well 
repaid. Hav should be put in tramp cocks 
earlier than it is usually put in them, end 
grass cocks should only ne made as an In. 
surance against bad weather. 


STOMACH WORMS IN 


SHEEP.

In recent years stomach worms appear to 
be responsible for much Joss in sheen-flocks. 
The fitst sign of trouble is usually that the 
animals become very ‘unthrifty although the 
appetite remains normal. Later, watery 
swellings often appear uncer the jaw, giving 
rise to the condition known as “' bottle-jaw.” 
Scour generally follows; the faeces become 
dark-coloured, while the sheep gives evidence 
of pain in passing them. Death may occur 
very rapidly after infection in the case of 
young lambs. 

Reddish worms from }$ in. to 1} in. long 
and about as thick as a pin may he readily 
discerned by the naked eye in the fourth 
stomach of a sheep that has died as a result 
of the symptoms described. These worms 
lay eggs which are passed out in the dung, 
and hatch out on the pasture. One larval 
stage in the life of the parasite can exist for 
about a year, if necessary, under adverse con- 
ditions on a pasture, until it is picked up 
by a passing sheep. When the worms are 
about a month in the stomach of the sheep, 
they mature and lay eggs. 

Dosing with a solution of copper sulphate 
has been found to be the most successful 
method of treatment for this disease. The 
procedure is to dissolve 1 oz. of copper sul- 
phate in 5 pints of water. Lambs (4 to 6 
months) might get 1 to 14 ozs. of this soln- 
tion; sheep (1 year old) might get 15 to 2 
ozs., while adult sheep might receive ó ozs. 
In administering this prescription 1 small 
tablespoon might be taken to represent $ 0z., 
while a small wineglassful might be assumed 
to contain 2 ozs. On badly infected farms 
it would be well worth while dosing all sheep 
monthly over a period of a year with a view 
to mi the disease.

A Dun Laoghaire Race ? 
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HERE are, 1 am told, some business men 
in Dún Laoghaire who believe it would 
be to the town's advantage to give 

substantial backing to a car race, and negotia- 

tions are in progress which may result in 

there being a Kingstown Grand Prix, or some- | 
thing similar, in 1935. . 

Races in both Din Laoghaire and Bray 
would be inadvisable, and it is unlikely that 
we shall have both. If the newly-elected 
Bray Urban Council is as enterprising as was 
Mr. P, J. Meghen, the Commissioner, who 
helped so materially with the Cuairt Bhré, it 
is on the cards that quite a bit of bargaining 
may take place for next year’s ‘‘ round the 
houses ’” car race. : 

It may happen that the Leinster Trophy, 
to be run next month at Skerries, will offer 
greater scope for development into an inter- 
national race than either Phenix Park or 
Bray events. Very ambitious arrangements 
have been announced, including the erection 
of a grand stand and a scoring board, the 
former to seat 500 persons. 

Entries, it is stated, are being received at 
a satisfactory rate. On a thirteen miles 
course, like that at Skerries, a field of forty 
or fifty would be possible without over- 
crowding, whereas so many cars at Bray or 
in the Phenix Park might result in a degree 
of congestion, and certainly so big a field 
would make a short-circuit race difficult to 
follow by spectators. 


Long Courses. 
LONG course has the opposite dis- 
A advantage, that a small entry might 
make the race uninteresting, as cars 
would be passing at big intervals. The 
Leinster Trophy will be the first Irish local 
race on a long course, and the experiment 
will be watched closely by all who are con- 
cerned with car sport in this country. 
, In this respect it may be mentioned that 
the closeness of a race—the excitement of a 
keen struggle for leadership—is obtainable as 


much with a small entry as á large one. We 
had an example of that in last year’s Tourist 


| Trophy and in the last of the Eireann Cup 


races in the Phenix Park. The smallest entry 
of the series in each race produced the most 
thrilling finishes. 

Already we are assured of a bigger field 
than last year in the T.T, of September Ist 
next. Thirty-seven cars have been nominated 
at single fees, and, while Signor Nuvolari 1s 
the only foreign driver, there is a sufficiently 
representative list of British cars—one ol 
which, incidentally, Signor Nuvolari will 
drive—to promise a great race. 

The drivers have not ye been named, but 
I understand that a number of Ulster 
motorists will be engaged. Our local races 
have been spoken of as ‘“‘nurseries’’ for the 
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T.T., and it will be a welcome sign if some 
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to me that if Mr. J. Neil had not won 


the Enniskillen motor cycle road race by 
many minutes the handicappers would have 
been at fault. 

Mr. O'Neill, who is a well-known Dublin 
rider, was so outstanding, being much faster 
than the men on bigger machines, that he was 
entitled to win handsomely, He was handi- 
capped to ride a normally fast race, but he 
excelled himself, and had he won by only a 
second or two it would have meant that the 
handicappers had treated him unfairly. That 
is a refreshing way of looking at the Ennis- 
killen result. 


Six Days Trial Teams. 


RELAND’S teams for the International 
| Six Days Motor Cycle Trial have now 
been announced. It ig probable that all 
the members will ride British machines. 
There has been so much written about the 
possibility of German motor cycles being 
used that what actually occurred may use- 
fully be explained. 

Six months ago it was announced that a 
German firm had offered one or more 
machines for use by Irish riders in the trial. 
Subsequently, a number of British firms 
offered machines for use by members of the 
Irish teams, These British offers were laid 
before the General Executive Committee of 
the Motor Cycle Union of Ireland, but that 
committee had no official knowledge of any 
German offer. 

A verbal offer of machines from a German 
works manager was conveyed to at least one 
member of the G.E.C. The committee, how- 
ever, decided that it was for the riders to 
choose what machines they would ride. Con- 
sequently, the offers of motor cycles were*dis- 
regarded in the selection of teams. 

The No. 1 team consists of A. J. S. Moran, 
H. McKee and C. W. Duffin, and the No. 2 
team of T. Stewart, A. H. L. Archer and G. 
M. Campbell. These riders were chosen on 
the merit of their performances in last year’s 
International Trial. The reserves, W. 
White and 8. T. Healy, were chosen on the 
merit of their performances in Irish trials of 
this year. 

A story that the teams were chosen on a 
postal vote is based on a misconception. 
There were meetings of G.E.C. members in 
Dublin, Belfast, Douglas and Donaghadee, 
and every member of the committee took 
part in discussions of the teams’ constitu- 
tions. At one stage a postal vote was taken 
to clear the ground for the final choice, but 
principally with the object of saving time, as 
it would have been impossible to hold a 
meeting until a week after the date of the 
vote,

HEN the jubilee of the Boys’ Brigade 
W was being celebrated last year Mr. 
R M. Wolfe, the hon. secretary of 
the Dublin Battalion, suggested to Alderman 
J. Hubbard Clark that thle provision of a 
permanent site for a camping ground would 
be a fitting way in which to commemorate it, 
Alderman Clark at once requested Mr. Wolfe 
to select a site. and a piece of ground, com- 
rising four acres, on the new road at Jona- 
ate, with 160 vards frontage, was chosen, 
urchased by Alderman Clark, free of rent 
or ever.

‘POTATOES AND 
TOMATOES. 


————sks

Even in countries where it is a considered 
Government policy to support the farmer, his 
lot is a hard one, but there is one place 


good results and affords a more generous 
means of livelihood than elsewhere, and 
where the frugal, thrifty farmer may pro- 
duce and enjoy to the full such fruits cf 
dairy, orchard and fertile garden as would be 
accounted luxuries by many less favoured 
tillers of the soil. In the Channel Islands, 
which he some nineteen miles from the Coast 
of France and are but a few short hours 
journey from either Southampton or Wey- 
mouth, intensive farming still ys its 
followers, and, at times, even makes their 
fortunes. Early potatoes, thousands of tons 


choice vegetables are he in yet and 
feed the grower and help to fill his purse at 
the same time. 
When the early potato season is in full 
swing, shiploads daily are leaving the ports 
of St. Helier’s or St. Peter’s Port for the 
markets of London and the principal English 
cities. Wind your way through one of the 
leafy, overgrown Jersey roads to the miles 
of potato fields. Therein, working so hard 
as to put the fabled * nigger ” to completest 
shame, are hundreds of men and women 
whose greatest ambition at the moment 
is to clear the fields of the crops at the 


much by “ piecework!’ in a few weeks as will 
take them months to accumulate later on in 
the year. They have been working since 
before six o clock in the morning, and, save 
for brief halts for meals, will continue at their 
labour till dusk, The potatoes are taken from 
the soil by a digger, who is shortly followed 
by either a small boy or a girl, whose sole 
duty is to free the haulms from the pendent 
tubers and gather them in rough heaps for 
the other pede generally three or four in 
number. ese will pick up and sort the 

tatoes into three classes. ‘Toppers” or 
arge, “‘ mids” or medium and bás 3 Some- 
times the very small ones are picked up for 
sale, but, that is only when the price is high. 
Usually they are kept for home consumption 
and used as food for the live stock, When 
the loaded barrels or hampers into which the 
raded crop is placed are conveyed to market, 
it is quite a spectacle to see the lines of carts, 
sometimes two miles in length, waiting their 
turn at the weighbridges in the two ports. 
Mercnunts haggle and chaffer with the drivers 
and the ports are transformed for the time 
being into babels, where Cockney, islander, 
Breton, or even Frenchman, wrangle and 
bargain with the keen buyers. 


THE TOMATO CROP, 


otatoes are by no means the mainstay of 
the Channel [sland farmer. Perhaps, even 
while his fields are being emptied of potatoes 
a small “gang” of men and women are busily 
clearing the potato haulms away and filling 
the still fresh-turned earth with young 
tomato plants, that in a couple of months 
will nearly break their strong bamboo cane 
supports with weight of fruit. Although 
tomatoes make a good second crop, there are 
usually one or more fields on the farm which 
have these vines as a first crop, and which 
may bring a larger profit even than the potato. 
The year 1919 was memorable in this respect ; 
for immense profits were made by those who 
planted very early tomatoes. he farmer 
washes down these delicacies with strong 
cider brewed from the apples in his orchard, 
The cider is first-rate, and powerful stuff, 
too. Many a visitor to the islands who 
thinks of cider as a teetotal drink receives a 
shock. With all these good things, a 
Channel Island farmer can be nearly self- 
supporting. Nature and the London markets 
are kind to the bonhomme, who, in addition 
to all these blessings, occasionally speculates 
in veal, ror óm he cannot compete in this 
respect with his confréres in other and less 
favoured lands. With cattle, pigs, poultry, 
and rich fruits of the earth, the Jersey or 
Guernsey farmer has less to worry about 
than many another agriculturist.

NEW FORESTRY BILL. 


WORK TO BE STARTED 
SOON. 
By Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


One of the sixteen new bills which the 
Free State Government hopes to get 
through the Oireachtas in the present 
session is a Forestry Bill, to enable work 
in this Department to be started on an 
extensive scale in the coming season. 
Senator Connolly, the Minister, is busy 
with the details ot the measure, and hopes 
that it will be introduced shortly. A 
Director of Forestry, Mr. J. Finlay, has 
already been appointed. 

In the estimates for the current year 
provision is made for a grant-in-aid of 
£50,000 for the acquisition of land, 
£15,000 more than the previous year, and 
for cultural operations, maintenance, etc., 
£66,725, which is £16,225 more than the 
previous year. These estimates have now 
been passed, and the new legislation will 
rovide for the administration of the new 
forestry Board which it is proposed to 
set up. This will probably be on the lines 
of the British Forestry Board, which is 
directly responsible to Parliament and not 
to any Department.

‘I'he old windjammer, ninety- 
five days out, on which I was serving my 
apprenticeship, lurched steadily through the 
misty rain over a grey and tumbling sea 
homeward bound from the Chilian coast. 
Besides the captain on watch from the poop, 
a figure in oilskins stood silhouetted upon 
the forecastle head. ‘‘ Keep a good look 
out,” the Old Man had ordered; ' we are 
in the track of the liners.”’ 

A warning hail from the hand on the 
look-out, iad a blur could be seen rushiag 
towards us out of the mist. Rapidiv, as 
though sketched in by the hand of a lighining 
artist, the shadow took the form of an At- 
lantic liner, 

She altered course slightly to clear us, and 
we clambered up on the rail to get a better 
view, We had a photographic impression of 
four big funnels, tiers of decks, fluttering 
handkerchiefs, the name “ Lusitania” in gold 
letters, and a roaring bow wave. Even as we 
gazed, she flashed past and seemed to dissolve 
in the mist and spray. Once again I experi 
enced that strange thrill which had so moved 
me when | first saw her on the Clyde. 
One day I'll stand upon ber bridge,’ | 
murmured with an optimism which can only 
be found in youth, yet which, strangely 
enough, was eventually fulfilled. 

To men who have seen nothing but the 
treacherous emptiness of sea and sky for over 
three months the vision of that floating link 
with civilisation was one of wonder. Even 
after the vessel had faded from our sight we 
remained standing on the rai] gazing at the 
place where she had disappeared. 

So intent were we that we failed to notice 
a wall of snow-capped water racing across 
the sea. Striking our low freeboard, it 
tumbled aboard in a lather of foam, and, as 
the nh ae watchers staggered to their 
feet on the swirling decks, they swore 
roundly at the Lusitania—and her gigantic 
wash. For myself, I did not curse her. Is 
not the love of a wooer but enhanced by a re- 
buff from his beloved?

Fail was in debt, but at the present time 
it was an unpatriotic thing to pay any- 
body. 
These statements were made by General 
O’Duffy, when he addressed a very large 
U.I.P. meeting at the Square, Bailie- 
borough, to-day. About two thousand 
Blue Shirts and women wearing blue 
blouses, from all parts of County Cavan 
and County Monaghan, were present, The 
meeting was most orderly, and the 
speakers were received with considerable 
enthusiasm. 

General O’Duffy said that he was very 
satisfied with the result of the local elec- 
tions, which had been their first trial of 
strength. In only two counties out of 
eighteen did Fianna Fail show an improve- 
ment, while in two-fifths of the towns the 
U.LP. had a working majority with the 
help of other parties. The position was 
that Fianna Fail would not be in a posi- 
tion to impose its political authority on 
the county councils generally. Fianna 
Fail leaders had said that they would 
have done better if they had had the 
youth of the country behind them, but he 
said that if the youth of the country had 
voted in those elections Fianna Fail would 
have been swept off the map. When the 
next general election was held President 
de Valera would see where the sympathies 
of youth lay. As it was, by no stretch 
of the imagination could the Government 
say that it had a mandate to carry on its 
present policy. In the recent election the 
U.I.P. had to contend with the fact that 
the Government had a patronage of 
thirty-eight millions. 


VOLUNTARY WORKERS, 


Referring to the movement’s decision to 
dispense with its organisers, General 
O’Duffy said that he was not ashamed 
of the fact that they were poor. The 
movement was depending on the shilling 
or the half-crown of the Blue Shirts, and, 
although Fianna Fail had drained them 
dry with their rotten policy they would 
have voluntary workers to carry on. “ We 
have run Fianna Fail close on the shilling, 
and with your shilling we shall run them 
out, please God.’’ Fianna Fail was now 
on the downgrade, in spite of the bluff 
and dishonesty of its leaders. That party 
had been at the zenith of its power in 
1933, and if-the U.I.P. could get 100 more 
votes in every district before the next 
general election Fianna Fail would be 
wiped out. A feature of the recent 
elections had been the support that the 
U.I.P. had received from the poor people 
of the towns. Although those poor people 
were getting milk and doles from the 
Government, they had shown a spirit of 
independence which should bring the 
blush of shame to those who professed 
republicanism for what they could get out 
of it. 
with your doles. We want our old-time 
independence ; you made us poor for the 
purpose of giving us bribes.”’ 


LABOUR LED ASTRAY. 
Why, asked General O’Duffy, did the 


people of this country turn down labour? 
The rank and file of labour was being led 
astray by well-paid bosses. The workers 
in this country: should have some say in 
public expenditure. They had gone out 
against the Blue Shirts in the election. 
Labour would regret the day that it told 
President de Valera that they would sup- 
port him in his tyranny against the Blue 
Shirts. 

President de Valera after the local 

elections, he said, had made many Vicious 
statements, in which he had urged the 
mob to use violence against him, but he 
had never uttered a statement more 
vicious than that he had uttered recently. 
Mr. de Valera saw the writing. on the 
wall. He knew that there was as much 
danger from the right as from the left, 
and he found it difficult to keep on the 
middle of the road. In his recent state- 
ment the President had tried to place the 
U.LP. in a false position by saying that 
they had tried to capture the local bodies 
and use them for the purpose of obstruc- 
tion; that they were unpopular, and that 
their conduct was resented by the people. 
That meant to say “ Why should the 
people not throw stones at them, and why 
not shoot them.” 
The President wanted unity; but in that 
union the U.I.P. must carry the label of 
traitors, and they would not have unity on 
those terms. They had had no plan to 
capture the local bodies ; they merely had 
accepted the challenge of Fianna Fail in 
seeing that the elections had been fought 
on a political basis. 

Continuing, General O’Duffy said that 
he had been an eye-witness when a Fianna 
Fail candidate had fired on a Blue Shirt 
procession. 


RELATIONS WITH ENGLAND. 


Mr. de Valera had said that he was 
prepared to meet England in friendly dis- 
cussion. He (General O'Duffy) did not 
know why the discussion had to be 
friendly.

There are still doubts 
about Chipperfield in this respect. In the 
case of both players no final decision will 
be taken until their own medical 
attendant, Dr. Pope, has made an 
examination this morning. 

Kippax, the other Australian patient, 
who is not included in the Test eleven, 
was also slightly better yesterday. 


STAYED INDOORS. 

These three are the more seriously 
affected among the Australian players in 
the epidemic of the ‘‘ Wimbledon throat,’’ 
which attacked the team with such sudden- 
ness on Friday, and they stayed in their 
rooms yesterday. Woodfull, Brown and 
Ponsford, who had the complaint in a 
minor form, are all virtually back to 
normal, but as a precaution Woodfull also 
stayed indoors yesterday. . 

Nearly all the other members of the 
Australian team went out to play golf 
‘vesterday on a course near Manchester. 
They motored out in saloon cars, and did 
not reveal the name of the links to which 
they were bound, as they wished to avoid 
as many sight-seers as possible. It was 
their intention to have a quiet game, 
unmolested by the attentions of autograph 
hunters. 

Most of the English team went for 
motor rides, Unlike their opponents, they 
are in the happy “position of being able 
to report a clean bill of health. Hendren 
and Leyland, the two century-makers, went 
out in a car together. It was a happy 
holiday for all the English team. 

Scores of men were employed yesterday 
clearing up the mess at the Old Trafford 
ground. 

Discarded newspapers lay like a white 
carpet all round the edge of the ground, 
and thousands of empty bottles had been 
left under the seats by Saturday’s huge 
crowd. 

The wicket appeared to be in a satis- 
factory condition and weather prospects 
remain perfect, except for a small threat 
of the ‘possibility of thunder this after- 
noon. Otherwise the forecast is “ fine and 
warm.” Manchester had a further instal- 
ment yesterday of the heat wave weather, 
which has been a feature of this Test.

PROBLEM OF SECRET 
DISCUSSION.

be phere warnings against rumour- 
mongers and grumblers have been 
issued in Germany during the week-end. 

The authorities are faced with the 
problem of stopping the vast amount of 
secret discussion and the increase in 
Communist activity since the events of 
June 30th. 

There has been a-great increase in Com- 
munist activity among the Storm Troops 
in the last few days. Illegal leaflets are 
being distributed everywhere by men who 
know that they may expect a heavy 
sentence of imprisonment, or even death, 
if they are caught. 

A leaflet found by Reuters corre- 
spondent’ near the well-known bathing 
place at Wannsee, outside Berlin, bears the 
instructions: ‘‘ Read, Pass on, Discuss,’ 
and says that ‘‘the recent events are 
caused by the rapidity with which the 
economic and financial crisis in Germany 
is developing and heading for a 
catastrophe. 

“The embitterment of the working 
masses against the Hitler régime is grow- 
ing stronger and stronger. Hitler, the 
cat’s paw of-big capitalists, suddenly struck 
down Roehm and the other leaders—whose 
much advertised moral depravity he had 
for years been protecting—-when he found 
that the leaders were going to use the 
revolutionary elements in the Storm 
Troops to save their jobs, which were 
threatened by the forthcoming subordina- 
tion of the Storm Troops to the 
Reichswehr.”’ 

It concludes with an appeal to the 
workers to organise the “ Red fighting 
front,” and to take “ the only way out— 
the establishment of a Soviet Dictator- 
ship.” 


GERMANY WANTS 
PEACE. 


RUDOLF HESS ON HITLER'S. 
COUP. 
“‘ Only a soldier possessing the soldierly 


qualities of ruthlessness and discipline 
could have done what Hitler did,’’ declared 
Rudolf Hess, Hitler’s deputy, at an East 


Prussia Nazi Party Congress in Koenigs- 


berg this. afternoon. 

ess warned Germans that it was only a 
clique of leaders who had been discredited, 
and not the Storm Troopers as a whole. “I 
warn all those who think to-day that they 
can defame the Storm Troopers,’ he said. 
“ The leader is as loyal to the old Storm 
Trooper as the old Strom Trooper is to 
the leader.” 

He admitted that some of those shot had 
not been as guilty as others, but such a 
consideration did not weigh at such a 
time. 

Germany and Italy were making the 
strongest efforts in the cause of world peace 
to-day. Front fighters of all lands felt a 
common bond and a common desire to avoid 
a repetition of the horrors of the last war. 
This desire for peace was different from the 
decadent pacifism which the Nazis had sup- 
pressed, 

Germany would defend her frontiers 
with the last drop of her blood. ‘‘ The

stand when we defy anyone to attack us. 
The French people know how a nation 
defends its own soil. One may even be 
convinced that M. Barthou wants peace 
with Germany, despite many turns of 
phrase which do not sound nice to the ear 
of men who are ready for reconciliation.’’

MISCARRIED.

DISAPPOINTED AND ARMED 
MEN. 


The official story of a plot against, the 
Government is true. A great rising of 
Storm Troopers had been planned for last 
week-end, and the men had been trained 
and armed, says Reuter. 

The executions of the past week, 
together with other factors, have sent a 
wave of ill-feeling over the country that 
may lead. to further serious trouble and 
even to bloodshed, For the first time since 
the Nazis came to power opposition to the 
Government is becoming possible again. 

‘One raid by Hitler’s 8.8. men in a 
single house in the centre of Berlin this 
week yielded 500 rifles and 20 machine 

uns, 

: Regular rifle and machine gun practice 
was carried out under the supervision of 
the rebel leaders, who organised every- 
thing so that they could call back the 
Storm Troopers from their leave and 
summon them to revolt. 

A fortnight ago they held a meeting of 
3,000 principal Storm Troop officers in the 
Berlin district. Presumably detailed 
plans were discussed then. 

Every Storm Trooper who went on holi- 
day had to leave his address behind so 
that he could be called back at amoment’s 
notice, 


AT MUNICH. 


But at the last moment their plans went 
wrong. The mobilisation of the Storm 
Troopers at Munich on the night before 
Hitler’s coup was dispersed by the 
Governor of Munich, who arrested the 
ringleaders. i 

More important than numbers is the 
fact that large numbers of the dis- 
appointed men are carrying arms. No- 
body knows how many men are carrying 
guns legally or illegally. Three million is 
a conservative estimate. ere 

Against these underground forces of dis- 
content, which may, of course, never 
become an organised unity, the Govern- 
ment can pit 100,000 men of the Reichs- 
wehr, 12, “EC: Special Police and 
about 20,000 of the black uniformed §.S. 
men, who joined before Hitler came to 
power, and can, therefore, be considered 
entirely dependable. 

There is all the material for a clash of 
arms in Germany. The one problem 
occupying the peaceful citizen is whether 
Hitler can continue to suppress subse- 
— trouble-makers as he has done the 
rst. 


ITALIANS HORRIFIED, 
From Revrter’s CORRESPONDENT,.

The proposed new schedule to the 
Electoral (Revision of Constituencies) Bill 
stands in the names of Senator Brown, 
Senator Counihan, Senator Douglas and 
Senator Wilson. From this fact it may 
be assumed that the proposal will have the 
full support of the chief Opposition Party | 
and the Independent members, and will, 
therefore, in all probability, be passed. It 
does not ‘propose to alter the total number 
of seats provided for in the bill—namely, 
138. In the arrangement of constituent 
areas it reverts generally to the boundaries 
prescribed in the Electoral Act of 1925, 
which operate at the present moment. 

Existing county boundaries are main- 
tained throughout, and the lopping off of 
slices of territory of one county and adding 
them to another, as is done in the Govern- 
ment Bill, is avoided, 

In the case of Dublin the two city 
divisions, North and South, are retained 
with a county division as well. These are 
given an aggregate of 24 seats, while in the 
new bill, which makes five new divisions, 
there is a total of only 23 seats. Under 
the 1923 Act Dublin City and County were 
given 25 seats. 

In Cork City and County the old align- 
ment is generally maintained, with the 
same aggregate of deputies, but the city 
is to get five instead of four, as proposed 
in the new bill, and West Cork four in- 
stead of five. Donegal and Tipperary are 
to be single constituencies. Longford- 
Westmeath is to remain as before, and 
also Leitrim-Sligo. Two new constituencies 
are suggested—namely, Kildare-Wicklow 
and Waterford-Wexford.

MORE HOUSES. 


In a leading article to-day The Timeg 
observes:—Mr. Shakespeare’s recent re- 
view of housing progress in the House of 
Commons ought to check two errors, into 
which widely divergent critics of housing 
policy are likely to fall. The first error, 
which is common to the whole Labour 
Party in Opposition, is that a-house 1s not 
a house at all unless it is built by local 
authorities with the aid of a subsidy. That 
opinion is typical of those who give at 
least as much weight to political as to 
humanitarian considerations in housing 
matters. The second error is that the 
present Government have done nothing: at 
all to improve the housing of the working- 
classes. As a matter of fact, the fall in 
the long-term rates of interest, the 
elimination of the competition of sub- 
sidised building, and the production of a 
long-term programme of slum-clearance, 
based upon the first really careful survey 


of the slums, are all measures taken by the. 


present Government, which are quite indis- 
pensable to any rapid provision of cheap 
and good houses. The result has already 
been a remarkable expansion in the pro- 
vision of houses for all except the more 
poorly paid wage-earners. . 

Upon the point as to whether tha 
Government are doing as much as possible 
“really poorly paid 
worker,” The Times proceeds:—They are 
not, of course, relying upon the few suit- 
able houses being erected by private enter, 
prise. Their first contribution is to be 
300,000 houses erected under the slum 
clearance scheme during the next five 
years with the aid of a very large subsidy, 
Their second contribution is to be a bill 
for dealing with overcrowding by re- 
housing the population with the aid of a 
subsidy wherever the site is expensive. 
It is not possible yet to say what accom- 
modation this plan will produce, but only 
the cantankerous ean pretend that these 
two contributions together will not be very 
substantial.

HE first chapter of the week's pro- 

gramme oí the Celtic Congress, which 

is being held in Dublin this week, was 
opened yesterday, when a considerable 
number of the, overseas delegates attended 
Mass at 12 o’clock in the University College 
Chapel, Stephen’s Green. 

The celebrant of the Mass was the Rev. 
Kevin Whelan, C.S.Sp. 

A sermon in Irish was delivered by the 
Rev. M. G. Murphy, C.C., Rathmines. He 
welcomed the delegates from Scotland, Isle 
of Man, Wales and Brittany. 

Phe Celtic race, he said, originated on the 
shores of the Baltic Sea and spread across 
Europe, over the Alps, into France, the North 
of tland and Ireland. They were a 
peculiar people, gay to-day, to-morrow gloomy 
and sorrowful. Most of their time was de- 
voted to the arts, and their speech won the 
approval of Cesar and Tacitus. They took 


things; hence they soon became the prey of 
nations whose ideals were coldly material. 
Yet they were never completely vanquished, 
whilst empires whose aims were merely 
material rose and fell. 


DISTINCTIVE CULTURE, 


The fact that the Celtic race had a culture 
of their own kept them in a condition which 
enabled them to resist all inroads on their 
customs and culture. Their spiritual nature 
developed even in the days when they were 
pagan, and made it a ig | prelude to their 
reception of Christianity. They took kindly 
to Christianity and they developed an ascetic 
system which, through their missionaries and 
‘monks, safeguarded their idealism in a way 
that has called forth the admiration of 
civilised people. One may ask why this 
spiritual race has been preserved. Perhaps 
it is in God’s providence in our days, when 
many peoples have thrown off the spiritual 
bui and immersed themselves completely in 
material or worldly pursuits that by culture 
and spirituality they might lead the nations 
back to Christ.

‘The 
plants should be secured in pots with 
pegs, and all extending growths cut 
away to ensure rapid rooting. When 
the young plants are well rooted the con- 
nection may be cut and the pots stood 
closely together on an ash-be or other 
hard surface, and attended to in the 
matter of watering, until the ground is 
ready for their reception.

YOUNG TURKEYS. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
Bays :— 

The weather has become cool again, thon 
at the time of writing there seems to van 
a little more warmth. Great care must 
be taken of young late-hatched turkeys, 
for if the weather is cold they will re- 
quire to be well protected. Those that 
have not yet “shot the red”* will require 
extra attention. They should be kept 
dry and be well fed, and never g 
allowed to run in wet grass. At night- 
time see that their quarters are roomy 
and warm if the weather is cold. Give 
them plenty of dry bedding, such as peat 
or straw, Feed them well with ground 
oats, pouends bran and barley meal, with 
a little meat daily. Mix the mash with 
skimmed or separated milk if possible, 
Allow them plenty of green food, such as 
dandelion lettuce, and onions are also 
good for them.
